Barbarifm reigned tri- 
umphant, in the Lafin and Greek Churches, for about 
a Thonufand Years. .In the mean time, the Jews endea- 
vour'd to recover fome Knowledge.of the Sacred Scrip- 
tures. The Mafloreti¢k Doctors, inthe 7th or 8ch Cen- 
tury, inveoted the Hebrew’ Points, to fix the Reading 
and Interpretation agreeably to their own Prejudices ; to 
perplex their Adveriaries, and make them pay Homage 
to their arbitrary Decrees. This had fo general an Ef- 
fect, that, cill about the Time of the Reformation, very

fion upon fome Part of his Majefty’s Kingdoms; de- 
manding, by Virtue of the Treaties and Alliances fab- 
fitting between his Majefty and their High Mightinefis,

a Body of Six Thoufand Men of their national Infantry
